Members of the communication 
studies department faculty are cau- 
tiously enthusiastic about plans to ex- 
pand the number of World Wide Web- 
based classes over the next three years. 

Butconcerns remain abouthow well 
students will interact with their instruc- 
tors and how well they will perform in 
the new, often individualized and some- 
times isolated distance education set- 
ting. 

According to a memo sent to full- 
time communication studies faculty 
members, a 21-unit, upper division 
major will be offered to students through 
distance education by the 1999-2000 
school year. 

‘One section of communication stud- 
ies 100A (survey of communication 
studies) and 161 (health communica- 
tion) will be offered through a combi- 
nation of cable television and World 
Wide Web components in the spring 
1998 semester. Communications stud- 
ies 158 (advanced public relations) will 
be offered only on the Web by Marlene 
von Friederichs-Fitzwater, the depart- 
ment chair. 

The push to move classes to dis- 
tance learning comes from administra- 
tors, both on campus and in the Califor- 
nia State University chancellor’s office 
in Long Beach, said Sally Perkins, a 
communications studies assistant pro- 
fessor at CSUS. 

“Administration gives the sense that 
thisis going tohappen one way oranother. 
We can be in front of the eight ball or 
behind it. We want to be on top of this 
rather than below it,” Perkins said. 

Perkins said she fears that many 
students will not be able to keep up with 
the cost of technology. 

Von Friederichs-Fitzwater believes 
the variety of opinion within the com- 
munications studies departmentreflects 
that of the rest of CSUS. She said there 
is a small corps of faculty members 
who are proceeding head-first, some 
who are adopting a wait-and-see atti- 
tude, and some who are resistant to the 
change. 

Distance education is the way post- 
secondary education is going, whether 
people like it or not, she said. 

“Ttno longer makes sense in the CSU 
system, for example, to have 19 or 20 or 
however many independent campuses 
there are offering a full range of pro- 
grams,” von Friederichs-Fitzwater said. 
“From a cost effectiveness perspective, 
that doesn’t make any sense. The taxpay- 
ers aren’t going to continue, and are not 
continuing to support higher education 
quite the way they did years ago.” 

The overall plan to move instruc- 
tion into electronic distribution stems 
from a mandate, signed by Gov. Pete 
Wilson, and the rapid growth of the 
Internet over the past four years. The 
predicted increase of students enrolled 
in public higher education gave an 
added impetus to the plans. 

Estimates by the state say 500,000 
more students may enroll in the public 
school systems over the next decade.

Extracurricular activities give registration priority

Teachers and counselors always 
said extracurricular activities were 
beneficial to students. At CSUS, they 
are extremely beneficial — they can 
guarantee the classes you need. 

In 1992, the university’s Faculty 


Senate — then known as the Aca- 
demic Senate—established a policy 
for granting priority registration to 
certain groups of students. 

Today, students with disabili- 
ties are given the first priority for 
registration. Intercollegiate ath- 
letes, participants in the Math- 
ematics, Engineering and Science 


program, Intensive Learning Experi- 
ence students and students involved 
in the four-year pledge program for 
graduation are also given priority. 
In the last two years, the school’s 
marching band and debate team were 
added to the priority registration list. 
According to the athletics depart- 
ment, all student athletes must follow

the strict NCAA guidelines for prior- 
ity registration. NCAA rules state 
‘student athletes must take 24 units of 
academics per year, maintain an ad- 
equate grade point average for good 
standing, and complete 25, 50 and 75 
percent of their degrees by their 
fourth, sixth and eighth respective 
semesters.

University Transportation and 
Parking Services has once again 
threatened to enforce bicycle park- 
ing regulations — which date back 
to 1979 — that prohibit the parking 
of bicycles anywhere except in des- 
ignated areas. 

According to Nancy Fox, 
UTAPS manager, no active bicycle 
impound program exists, but bi- 
cycles are impounded by Univer- 
sity Police in emergency or safety- 
oriented situations. 

According to John Hamrick, Uni- 
versity Police investigator, there 
have been three incidents this se- 
mester involving calls placed to 


CSUS athletic adviser Paul 
Edwards says most institutions offer 
priority registration to athletes be- 
cause they are one of the few groups 
who must meet national standards, 
and they have strict time constraints. 

“Most of our athletes are limited

University Police regarding ille- 
gally locked bicycles. In all three 
cases, the bicycles were gone be- 
fore the officers arrived. The cur- 
rent impound fee, which Fox says is 
outdated, is $2. 

“Bicycles that have been inap- 
propriately parked and blocked ac- 
cess for the disabled and others have 
been a campus problem for some 
time,” Fox said. 

According to Fox, in the early 
1980s administrators recommended 
to University Police that improp- 
erly locked bicycles should not be 
impounded. 

That recommendation has held 
impounding to a minimum. How-

Mushm organization active on 
campus and in the community

In a search for forgiveness for his 
sins and a place in paradise, 
Abdurrahim Wasi participated in a 
pilgrimage to Mecca in April 1996. 
In the process, he was chosen, along 
with 25 other American Muslims, to 
have dinner with the Supreme Court 
Justice of Islam. 

“T now have no doubt in my mind 
that people can work together,” said 
Wasi, president of the Muslim Stu- 
dent Association of CSUS. “It was so 
intense and beautiful to see the hu- 
man race come together.” 

Mecca is the city in Saudi Arabia 
where Mohammed, an Arabian 
prophet and the founder of the Mus- 
lim religion, was born. Every year 
millions of Muslims from around the 
world join together to make the pil- 
grimage to Mecca. 

At CSUS, there exists 4 diverse 
representation of this religion. 
Through the Muslim Student Asso- 
ciation, those people join together for 
prayers and support. 

“The aim of the organization is to 
promote unity and joint action among 


the Muslims ... and to make sure that 
Muslims have a cordial relationship 
with non-Muslims, because we are 
all humans,” said Wasi. 

Through religious, social and cul- 
tural activities, the group maintains 
these qualities. 

Every Friday 40 to 50 Muslims 
attend meetings and pray in the Li- 
brary from noon to 1 p.m. 

According to Khaleed Abdelaal, 
vice president of MSA, Muslims pray 
five times a day. The prayer times, 
which follow the movement of the 
sun, are dawn, noon, afternoon, sun- 
set and evening. 

MSA helps to organize on-cam- 
pus presentations from guest speak- 
ers, suchas Malcolm X’s best friend, 
whom Wasi hopes will be speaking 
in February. 

MSA is also involved in the 
Straight Path Project, a tutorial pro- 
gram for Muslim youth incarcerated 
at the California Youth Authority in 
Stockton. Volunteers tutor the youth 
for eight hours a month in math, sci- 
ence, English, word processing, GED, 
SAT preparation and religious in- 
struction. 

“MSA has helped to introduce the 


school to me and has helped me to 
communicate with other students and 
to organize with them,” said Abdelaal, 
who came to America two and a half 
years ago and is currently working on 
his master’s degree in electrical engi- 
neering. “It has allowed me to com- 
municate with many good students 
who have been at CSUS for a long 
time.” 

About 70 Muslim students belong 
to MSA, coming from all regions of 
the world. 

According to Wasi, about 98 per- 
cent of the students in the CSUS 
organization hail from other coun- 
tries. What keeps them together is 
their “total submission and obedi- 
ence to Allah ... the creator of the 
creation, a supreme being with no 
beginning and no ending.” 

MSA of CSUS was initiated by 
five students who started gathering 
together for prayers in 1979. By 1981, 
30 Muslim students were in the orga- 
nization and it was accepted as an 
ASI association, according to Wasi.

Distance education allows students 
flexibility by allowing them to enroll in 
classes without coming to a campus 
except for testing, freeing them from 
traditional semester schedules. 

“Tt allows people to take the classes 
at their own paces,” said Kimo Ah Yun, 
a communications studies professor. 
“The archive is always there.” 

Ah Yun will teach communications 
studies 100C (introduction to scientific 
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methods in communication research 
with World Wide Web) in a tradi- 
tional class setting in the spring 1998 
semester. 

Ah Yun predicts interested students 
would probably include older students 
who are trying to complete a bachelor’s 
degree while balancing family and work 
commitments. He also expects to see 
students who need more time to work on 
and grasp class concepts. 

Perkins, who will teach communi- 
cations studies 100A in fall 1998, said, 
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department officials are not quite sure 
whom they are trying toreach. She said 
most communication studies students 
live in the area. She said professionally 
oriented graduate programs, such as 
those in the departments of nursing and 
education, have clearly defined their 
audience, but communication studies 
has not. 

In some cases, said Perkins, students 
haveenrolledindistanceeducationclasses 


classes offered. Other students inistale 
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enly believe a distance education class 
takes lesstime thana traditional class. The 
class schedule footnotes classes taught to 
distant learners. 

“Right now we have a lot of stu- 
dents enrolled by happenstance, not by 
choice,” Perkins said. 

As for how students perform in dis- 
tance education, von Friederichs- 
Fitzwater says the, quality of her dis- 
tance education students is higher than 
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she was surprised to find she has more 
contact with students in the current 
section of her advanced public rela- 
tions class than in the previous 12 years 
she has taught the course, although the 
contact is of a different nature. 

“Taverage 40 to 50 e-mail messages 
a day from students in that class,” von 
Friedrichs-Fitzwater said. This is on 
top of an additional 10 to 15 student 
phone calls per day. 


“In a way, ithas.also allowed.me.to. . 


assess writing skills,” she said. “I’m 
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getting to see more of their writing 
through the planning process as well as 
the finished product.” 

Perkins and von Friederichs- 
Fitzwater both warn that students need 
to be proactive in keeping up with 
classwork. Perkins plans to use Web- 
based chat and traditional audio 
conferencing to keep students in touch 
with her and each other. 

“Students have to be more indepen- 
dent and self-motivated,” Perkins said,

Fox romances the audience with ‘Anastasia’ 


Characters and new computer technology 
helps to give the film its stronger points

“Anastasia,” the latest full-length 
cartoon by Don Bluth and Gary 
Goldman, brings the harsh realities 
of revolution into the world of ani- 
mation — where every story has a 
happy ending. 

The film, which takes place in 
Imperial Russia during the Bolshe- 
vik Revolution of 1916, was in- 
spired by the rumored dissapearance 
of Grand Duchess Anastasia 
Nicholaevna, Czar Nicholas II’s 
youngest daughter. 

During the revolution, the lower 
class citizens of the former Soviet 
Union overthrew the ruling class. 
The revolt ended the 300-year reign 
of the czar, the last of the Romanov 
clan to rule Russia. 

“Anastasia” focuses on the or- 
phan heroine Anya, who journeys 
to Paris in search of her family 


and identity. Her quest for en- 
lightenment is spurred by a mys- 
terious neck- 
lace she has al- 


ways had. En- 
graved “To- 
gether in 


Paris,” it was 
the sole clue to 


her past. 
The film 
places Rasputin, 


an “evil sor- 
cerer,” respon- 
sible for the up- 
rising, as op- 
posed to the un- 
even distribu- 
tion of wealth and social oppres- 
sion history books cite sparked the 
conflict. 

Unable to leave the former So- 
viet Union without proper travel 
papers, Anya seeks the help of two 
con men, Dimitri and Vladimir, 





whose motives are less than noble. 
Noticing Anya’s resemblence to 
a portrait of Anastasia, Dimitri 
agrees to help Anya get to Paris, 
intending to pass her Off as the prin- 
cess so he can'receive the reward 
offered by 
Anastasia’s 
grandmother. 
Along the 
way Rasputin 
unsuccessfully 
tries to kill 
Anya several 
times and ro- 
mance sparks 
between the 
young adven- 
turers, forcing 
Dimitri to 
choose be- 
tween a reward 
and his newfound love. 
Featuring the voice talents of 
Meg Ryan (“Sleepless in Seattle”) 
as the older Anastasia, Kirsten 
Dunst (“Interview With A Vam- 
pire”) as the younger Anastasia, 
Christopher Lloyd (“Back to the 


Future”) as the evil Rasputin and 
John Cusack (“Grosse Point 
Blank”) as Dimitri, this movie has 
acast full of talented and renowned 
actors. 

Angela Lansbury and Kelsey 
Grammer also make “appearances” 
in the film, Lansbury as the Dowa- 
ger Empress Marie, Anastasia’s 
grandmother, Grainmer as the 
former-aristocrat-turned-con-man, 
Vladimir. 

But the film’s most memorable 
character is Rasputin’s sidekick, a 
vocal bat named Bartok, played by 
Hank Azaria, who is perhaps better 
known as Homer from the popular 


television cartoon show “The 
Simpsons.”

The group Vibraphonic should 
change its name to one more fitting, 
perhaps The Roger Beajoulais Project 
or Roger Beajoulais and Friends. 

With the exception of four 
songs that were co-written by vo- 
calists Lennox Cameron and 
Alison Limerick, Beajoulais was 
the primary songwriter for the al- 
bum “On a Roll.” 

As well as co-producing the 
album, he is credited for playing 
vibes, glockenspiel and marimba. 
Beajoulais also used the Kat Midi 
Mallet Control, a computer se- 
quencer, to fill out the finer details 
on the album. 

The album’s songs are a mixed- 
bag collection of captivating jazzy 
instrumental tracks and soul-less, 
watered-down rhythm and blues 
vocal selections. A major detriment 
to an otherwise superb album, the 
singers’ voices and lyrics are ge- 
neric, white-washed and lifeless. 

Luckily for Beajoulais, the in- 
spired, soulful performances on the 
instrumental tracks lift the album up 
from the vocals’ pedestrian banter.

Colberg goes 
to Big Dance 


Debby Colberg began her volley- 
ball coaching career atSacramento State 
in the fall of 1976. A few days later, 
senior outside hitter Shannon Beatty 
entered the world. Twenty-one years 
later, they both will have taken their 
first steps into a new realm: The Hor- 
nets swept Northern Arizona Univer- 
sity Saturday night to qualify for the 
NCAA Regionals for the first time in 
the school’s history. 

The seemingly stoic Colberg re- 
mained calm throughout the Big Sky 
Conference Championship match, 
even though the Hornets had three 
match-points turned back. 

“Tt was agonizing,” Colberg said. “On 
the outside I may have seemed calm, but 
inwardly I was a jumble of nerves.” 

Colberg may have remembered 
last season’s championship match on 
the road against the heavily favored 
Cal State Northridge. The Hornets 
took control of the match in the first 
two games and looked to be on their 
way to the regionals with a sweep. 

The Matadors had handled Sac 
State in the two regular season match- 
ups, but the Hornets came out fired 
up and was seemingly unstoppable. 
Unfortunately, the Matadors re- 
sponded with a fantastic comeback, 
keeping Colberg away from the prom- 
ised land. 

I was fortunate enough to cover 
the Hornets’ last season and attended 
that heartbreaking loss. I admit to 
breaking the cardinal rule of journal- 
ism by inwardly cheering for our 
Hornets to knock off the overly con- 
fident Matadors. 

The pall in the press conference 
room after the loss was akin to being at 
afuneral service. Seniors Amber Fraser, 
Lyn-Dee Engle and last season’s Big 
Sky Most Valuable Player Jill Haas 
couldn’t hide the disappointment over 
just missing an automatic berth into the 
regionals for Colberg. 

Even I felt in some way respon- 
sible for Colberg not achieving the 
ultimate goal. I had wanted the Hor- 
nets to win so badly. 

This season’s team was not sup- 
posed to get Colberg into the postseason 
due to its youth, but the Hornets would 
not be turned away again. 

“Debby deserves this. She’s an 
excellent coach,” Beatty, the lone 
senior on the team, said. “I’m really 
happy for her.” 

Everyoneelsein Sacramento should 
be as well. Colberg has remained a 
constantexample of winning withclass 
on this campus. Her career mark of 
585-195 (.750) over 22 seasons as a 
Hornet head coach leaves her as the 
winningest coach on campus. 

After taking the final game, 
Colberg remained in her shell of non- 
emotion as President Donald Gerth 
and athletic director Judith Davidson 
provided their congratulatory hugs. 

When her husband, Gary, came 
down to be a part of her “fantastic 
reward,” the emotional wave overtook 
her. Colberg let down her emotional 
guard and enjoyed the bliss of the mo- 
ment with tears of joy. The effect even 
hither former players. Across the court, 
Engle wiped away tears. 

“T just wish I could have been a part 
of it,” Engle later said. “I’m really 
excited that this team could do it.” 

Haas said she was “officially jeal- 
ous” of this season’s Hornets, but 
neither she nor Engle should feel left 
out. Every Hornet who played for 
Colberg in her tenure is a part of this 
fantastic achievement.

Women’s hoops wilts 
under Spartan siege

Call it too much turkey, but the 
Sacramento State women’s basket- 
ball team could not recover from its 
Thanksgiving holiday enough to de- 
feat San Jose State University Satur- 
day night, losing 76-68. 

The Hornets lost despite Julie 
Wastell’s team-high 21 points. SJSU 
shot 57 percent from the field and 
made six more free throws than Sac 
State. 

“We gave up way too many easy 
buckets in transition layups and they 
shot 50 percent from the floor,” said 
Hornet head coach Sue Huffman. “We 
can’t do that. We can’t give up 50 
percent and expect to win. Our team 
defense is not jelling yet.” 

Unable to fully contain the 
Spartan’s offensive attack, Sac State 
fell behind by eight points at the 
break and could not make up the 
difference in the second half, thanks 
in large part to 29 turnovers. 

The Hornets outrebounded San Jose 


State overall 40-32 and shot very well 
from the three point line, making 7 of 9. 
The Spartans countered with a three 
point show of their own though, hitting 
7 of 11 on the night. 

SJSU had a balanced attack that saw 
four of its players in double figure 
scoring, led by Sasha Spaulding’s and 
Michelle Hanson’s 14 points apiece. 

“We had too many turnovers and 
sent them to the free throw line too 
much,” said Huffman. 

“No one is stepping up and taking 
charge right now, except for Julie, 
who has been playing well. We scored 
enough points to win, but we should 
have held them under 76 points.” 

For Huffman, the upcoming week 
should give the Hornets some time to 
recompose themselves. 

“Sunday’s game against the Port- 
land Saints is an exhibition, so we’ll 
be able to iron out some of our prob- 
lems with a good week of practice 
before a game that doesn’t count,” 
she said.

The Sacramento State men’s 
basketball team served up des- 
sert for the Oregon State Bea- 
vers in a 89-56 loss Sunday night.

the Big Sky championship.” 

In semifinal action on Friday, the 
Hornets swept the Bobcats of Mon- 
tana State by scores of 15-4, 15-6, 18- 
16. Montana State (19-12) had beaten 
Cal State Northridge earlier in the 
day during its quarterfinal match 
while the Hornets received a bye dur- 
ing the first round. 

Four Hornets reached double-fig- 
ures in kills and digs. Shannon Beatty 
led the way with 19 kills in only 33 
attempts, while committing five errors 
— good for a .424 hitting percentage. 

The Hornets easily won games one 
and two as they constantly kept pressure 
on Montana State with serves and excel- 
lent passing, especially from Rafferty. 

Sac State continued to pour it on in 
game three, jumping out to a 9-1 ad- 
vantage before the Bobcats mounted a 





comeback. In typical Montana State 
fashion, the players ran off 11 of the 
next 14 points to close to within 12-11. 

The Hornets had seen this before 
from Montana State. Earlier in the 
season at home against the Bobcats, 
Sac State lost the match in five games 
despite an 11-9 advantage in game 
three and a 2-0 game lead. 

The final moments of the match 
seemed to last forever as the teams 
traded sideout after sideout until the 
Hornets set up their third match point 
at 17-16 after a Lewis serving ace. 
The match ended after Montana 
State’s Brandy Anderson miss-hit a 
kill opportunity for the final point in 
a nerve-wracking Hornet victory. 

“Tt was déja vu all over again. I’ ve 
talked about it over and over but it’s 
hard to get the team to relax,” said 
Colberg. “We were real fortunate to 
beat them in game three because they 
were gaining momentum quickly. We 
got real lucky.” 

Carissa Buie was second for the 
Hornets in kills with 15 while dig- 
ging 16 balls. Rebekah Capel, who 
replaced Brenda Moorlag in the start- 
ing lineup after an unbelievable final 
week of the season that gained her 
Big Sky Player of the Week honors, 
continued her hot streak with 12 kills 
and a .455 hitting percentage. 

Although the Hornets (23-8) are 
notexpected todo muchin the NCAA 
Tournament and would be consid- 
ered a Cinderella story if they ad- 
vanced past the second round, they 
have solidified themselves as a team 
that could provide fits for any upper- 
echelon squad they may face. 

“They’re a legitimate team. The 
lineup is solid and they are playing real 
confidently,” said Sliva. “They’re a 
great team to represent the Big Sky 
Conference in the NCAA Tourna- 
ment.”

BICYCLE: UTAPS would like to see bike regulations enforced

ever, ithas placed UTAPS — which 
absorbed parking from University 
Police in January 1991 — in a dif- 
ficult position. 

Fox said UTAPS would like to 
enforce regulations concerning bi- 
cycles. Because of the recommen- 
dation, and the absence of a clear, 
working set of regulations, UTAPS 
has only threatened to enforce them. 

Fox is aware of the lenient en- 
forcement that has taken place in 
the past, but said, as does the Trans- 
portation Advisory Committee, that 
action will be taken against offend- 
ing bicyclists. 

The advisory committee, of 
which Fox is an ex-officio, is made 
up of two faculty members, two 
staff members, two students, one 
community member and several 
CSUS staff sourse members. The 
appointed committee advises ad-

to taking morning classes because 
they’re expected to be on the field or 
in the gym at 3 p.m.,” Edwards said. 
“Some may claim that priority regis- 
tration is abused, but with athletics it 
is a needed function.” 

There are approximately 415 eli- 
gible athletes at CSUS. 

Jeff Edom, director of CSUS’ 
marching band, said priority registra- 
tion is important because the band 
takes up a significant amount of stu- 
dents’ time. 

“We need.to make sure our mem- 
bers are getting other classes aca- 
demically,” Edom said. 

The marching band currently has 
76 members, up from 37 last year. 

CSUS Debate Team Adviser 


ministration on transportation-re- 
lated topics and agreed earlier this 
month on a policy affecting ille- 
gally locked and parked bicycles. A 
strict two-week warning period will 
advise offenders once a start-up date 
is determined. 

Currently warnings are issued, 
but only sporadically, said Fox. ° 

With the new policy, warnings 
on bright orange cards will be posted 
on improperly locked bicycles. Af- 
ter the warning period, the bicycle 
locks will be cut and the bicycles 
impounded. The impound fee will 
be raised from $2 to $15 to cover 
the costs of a staffed impound of- 
fice and storage of the bicycles. 

The committee has forwarded the 
recommendation to interim vice 
president of administration, Ed Del 
Biaggio. 

Jeda Ojeda, a freshman engineer- 
ing major, admits to occasionally 
parking his bicycle illegally.

“Sometimes I am in a hurry and 
the lots are too far away,” he said. 
Ojeda, parking his bike legally in 
compound number one next to Guy 
West Bridge, was surprised to hear 
the impound practices were going 
to be enforced and that the im- 
pound fee might be raised. 

“This is not a big deal,” he 
said. “They are wrong for doing 
that.” 

According to CSUS bicycle 
regulations, any authorized park- 
ing officer can impound any bi- 


cycle that is blocking or impeding 
an entrance to a building. 

The officer can also impound 
bicycles blocking traffic anywhere 
on campus if the bike appears to be 
abandoned or is locked to any ob- 
ject not designed for the purpose of 
locking bicycles, or if itis stored in 
a lobby or room. 

“Adequate bicycle parking is 
available in the staffed bicycle com- 
pound next to the Guy West Bridge, 
as well as in bicycle lockers and 
bicycle racks,” said Fox. There is 
also an unstaffed bicycle compound 
behind the Music Building. 

Akiko Sasaki, an exchange stu- 
dent from Japan, follows bicycle 
parking regulations. 

“Sometimes my classes are far 
away. I never ride my bike to them. 
I always park in the compound and 
walk,” she said. “I am from Japan. 
There you see a lot of bikes and a lot 
of people walking. I am used to it.” 


415 athletes eligible for priority registration 


Kimo Ah Yun said priority regis- 
tration is important because the de- 
bate team often travels across the 
country in competitions. 

“We travel a lot during the semes- 
ter on Fridays, which limits ourmem- 
bers to only Tuesday and Thursday or 
Monday and Wednesday classes,” Ah 
Yun said. 

The Debate Team currently has 18 
members. 

Members of both the marching 
band and debate team receive prior- 
ity admission after one semester in 
the activities. Athletes receive prior- 
ity admission from the first time they 
register at CSUS, so long as they 
abide by the rules for priority regis- 
tration groups. 

In order to remain eligible for pri- 
ority Tegistration, students must be 
active in the program, maintain a

GPA of at least 2.0, and must be in the 
process of attempting to fulfill math 
and English general education re- 
quirements. In addition, athletes must 
meet with an athletic adviser at least 
once a semester. 

If students fail tomeet these require- 
ments, they will lose their priority reg- 
istration the following semester. 

Inthe CSU system, only Chico State 
and Long Beach State offer priority 
registration for students who excel in 
academics. 

Chico State offers an honors pro- 
gram for students who meet a certain 
academic standard. To be eligible, 
entering freshmen must have a 3.5 
high school GPA and maintain a 3.3 
GPA throughout college, said Chico 
State honors program director Carol 
Edelman. 

“However, students in the pro-

gram must be taking certain classes 
designated with an honors status,” 
Edelman said. 

Long Beach State offers priority 
registration to National Merit Schol- 
ars and high school valedictorians in 
an effort to draw top students. 

CSUS Director of Admissions 
Larry Glasmire doesn’t think offer- 
ing priority registration for out- 
standing academic performance is 
a bad idea, but is something the 
Faculty Senate would have to sup- 
port. 

“The question comes down to 
whether priority should be given as 
a reward or given on a need basis in 
order for students to maintain cer- 
tain class schedule requirements,” 
said Glasmire. “If we offered it to 
too many students, then it wouldn’t 
be considered ‘priority’ anymore.” 


Sasaki said she thinks enforcing 
the regulation is a good idea. 

The topic of impounding ille- 
gally locked and parked bicycles 
has been debated in the past. Stu- 
dents often claimed parking for bi- 
cycles in the compounds was inad- 
equate or that there were not enough 
bike racks on campus. 

“The number of bicycle parking 
spaces has increased over the past 
few years with improvements made 
to bicycle lockers and racks,” said 
Fox. 

The purchase of new bike lock- 
ers for the area in front of the 
Public Services Building and the 
Health Center has been proposed. 

However, Fox advised that 
added lockers and racks in front 
of buildings on campus will lead 
to increases in bicycle vs. pedes- 
trian conflicts. 

“Bicycle parking is centralized 
in locations that provide access to 


the inner campus,” she said. “These 
centralized locations encourage bi- 
cyclists to ride on bicycle paths and 
roadways rather than on pedestrian 
walkways, thus helping to avoid 
conflicts between bicycles and pe- 
destrians.” 

Fox said that the campus is striv- 
ing to place vehicles, including bi- 
cycles, on the outer edge of the cam- 
pus, hence the perimeter road project. 

Brian Killeen, a junior majoring 
in business, lives in Davis and com- 
mutes to CSUS. 

“Tdon’tthink illegally parked bikes 
are a problem. It does not look great, 
but it’s not a big deal,” he said. 

However, Killeen, who leaned 
on arailing with an illegally locked 
bike attached to it, thinks bicyclists 
should park in the compounds. 

“At UC Davis there are bikes 
everywhere, but there are also bi- 
cycle racks in front of every build- 
ing,” he said.
